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Grape Rot-Berry Moita. WORLD'S POLITICAL HORIZON. 



My grapes have begun to rot and 
fall. What is the cauae and what 
must I dofor them? They look ail 
right and are very large. 

W. R. L., Horse Cave, Ky. 

Answer: The description is 
scarcely accurate enough to enable 
us to decide whether it is grape rot 
or the berry-moth or both, which 
are attacking your grapes. The 
treatment for both can be combin 
ed. Grape rot is entirely avoida- 
ble by beginning spraying before 
blossoming, and continuing as the 
■eason advances. But spraying even 
now will cause the rot to stop. 
Grape rot is caused by the growth 
of the grape rot fungus in the ber- 
ry. Under proper conditions of 
heat and moisture grape rot spreads 
very rapidly, often ruining the en- 
tire crop. The first spraying will 
check it and if you spray again ten 
days later, the disease will be under 
control and stop entirely. The 
spraying material is called Bor 
deaux mixture and is prepared as 
follows: Materials for preparing 
50 gallons of the mixture contain 
the following : Copper sulphate or 
blueetone, 4 pounds; Quicklime in 
lumps (not air slaked), 4 pounds: 
water to make 50 gallons. (If air- 
slaked lime is used, use one-fourth 
more.) 

HOW TO MAKE BORDEAUX MIXTURE. 

Dissolve the bluestone in about 
two gallons of hot water, using a 
wooden or earthen bucket. Pour 
solution into the barrel used for 
making the mixture and fill about 
one-half full of water. In another 
barrel or box slake the lime by ad- 
dition of a small quantity of water, 
and when slaked cover witl 
and stir well. Strain the milk of 
lime thus made through a st 
or coarse gunny sack, and pou 
the bluestone solution. If all the 
lime is not slaked, add more wai 
until all the lime is used np except 
stones or sand. 

Next add sutlicient water tc maki 
the 50 gallons ; stir thoroughly and 
the mixture is ready for use. . 
the material used is heavy, the cc 
tents «<f the barrel should be w 
stirred before using, to insure ui 
form Rt.rength of mixture. It 
best to make the mix'.ure fresh be- 
fore using as it will not be so ef- 
fective if kept for any length of 
time. 

In addition to this treatment by | - 
spraying, it is well to cut or remove 
all weeds and plants growing under 
or near the grape trpllises. This 
for the purpose of giving the freest 
circulation of air and a dry condi 
tion of the surroundings because it 
is heat und dampness which favor 
the growtn of rot germs.

If grapes are 
grown tor commercial use you will 
find it necessary to ubo a barrel 
sprayer. For a smaller number of 
grape vines a small sized or knap- 
sack sprayer may be used. If you 
have only three or four vines the 
Bordeaux mixture may be sprinkled 
on with a short hatidled broom.

IN KENTUCKY SAYS 

INSURANCE 

COMMISSIONER. 

Vould Bar Ang Compani) Which Pags 
One ol Its Officers Over S80.000 
a Year. 



The life insurance volume of the 
nnual report of State Commis- 
sioner of Insurance Henry R 
Prewitt, now in course of prepara 
tion, will contain a recommenda- 
tion of the General Assembly that 
it enact at the coming sessi 
Btatue prohibiting from doing 
business in Kentucky any compa- 
ny which pays an executive olllcer 
in its employ exceeding *50,000 
per year salary. This is but one 
of a number of recommendations 
whinh the Commissioner will 
make of changes in the present 
laws of the State governing insur- 
ance companies anil their right to 
do business in Kentucky, and it is 
expected that Governor Beckham 
in his message to the Assembly 
will have something to say upon 
this subject. 

Since the investigation into af- 
fairs of the Equitable Society was 
begun some months ago, Commis- 
sioner Prewitt, in conjunction with 
immissioner FoJk, of the State ot 
Tennessee, has been making a gen- 
eral investigation of the business 
the larger companies doing busi 
this State. One matter 
tney have been especially investi- 
gating is that of the salaries paid 
to ollicers of the companies, and 
they have a report from each of 
the companies, made under oath, 
showing the total of such expendi- 
tures. These figures the Commis- 
sioner will be prepared to lay be- 
fore the Assembly when it con 
venes in support of bis sonten- 
tion that no executive officer of an 
insurance company "can earn' 
$100,000 per year.

A prudent farmer will not fail 
to sow cowpeas during this month 
It is the most favorable month for 
this purpose. If the stubble land 
could be broken after the wheat 
harvest and sown in peas they 
would greatly enrich the soil and 
put it in the best possible condi 
tion for another crop of wheat. 
Tbe peas will ripen sufticently by 
fall to be utilized in the fattening 
of swine, for which purpose they 
are as valuable as Indian corn. It 
is remarkable that so long a period 
elapsed in Southern agriculture 
before the cowpei was properly 
appreciated.

Trained Foresters in Great De- 
mand. 

The demand for foresters is in- 
creasing rapidly both for State 
work and with private owners. 
Many States now have forest com- 
missions, and several of them have 
State foresters. A trained forester 
at $2,400 a year and two assistant 
foresters at * 1,200 each are wanted 
oy California. Wisconsin wants 
an assistant forester at $1,500, In- 
diana a forester to take charge of 
its State reserve, and Washington 
offers $1,800 a year for a trained 
forester. 

The demand for foresters by pri- 
vate timber owners is growing at a 
still more rapid rate. During the 
last twelve months 7 of the Bureau 
of Forestry force have left to take 
up work with such owners, and 4 
have accepted public positions. 

Large lumber companies, great 
wood manufacturing concerns, 
owners of extensive forests, rail- 
road companies, and others are 
taking a hitherto unknown practi- 
n conservative forestry

Drake —On last Thursday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock the life of one 
of the most useful and highly re- 
spected, distinguished and loved 
eitisens went out. The death of 
Dr. R. Q. Drake is cause for uni- 
versal mourning. For years he has 
stood at the head of the medical 
profession here and he has through 
his profession given relief to more 
of the suffering than any man who 
had succeeded him or who has been 
a practitioner with him during 
the same period of years. Not only 
was he admired for his knowledge 
and skill but for the charitable 
character he posessed. Of him a 
practitioner said: "I have se<n 
him under all circumstances and 
conditions and never could I ob- 
serve any difference shown between 
the patron who paid and the one 
who couldn't. In Net said be I d( 
lot believe the money feature ir 
anv way controled hint in his prac 
tice." Another said: "I believe 
Dr. Drake does more free practice 
for the poor than all the phy 
here." Such a man with such a 
record holds the hearts ot the peo 
pie. It was the late evangelist, 
Ben Bigstatf, who said: 
I need treatment but have 
needed mo. ey with which 
So soon as Dr. Drak 
of it his best services were offered 
free of charge. We mention these 
few instances that the people may* 
really know the kind of man that 
has gone out from us. As he was 
in his profession so was lie to hid 
church. Every Saturday he wrote 
his check for a handsome amount 
with which to meet the church's 
needs. He could be counted on for 
sincerity ana with courage sufficient 
to carry into effect whatevi 
led to an unerring conclusioi 
was a member of the Mt. Sterling 
Baptist Church. He 'believed in 
her doctiines and in love and power 
presented them to others. In the 
prayer-meetings, the Sunday- 
school, the regular worship, he gave 
his presence and influence, and to 
education, the missions, the 
phans, the Gospel, be gave of his 
means liberally and his home was 
always open for the entertai: 
of God's servants. Whether in 
society, the church, politics, he was 
oontroled by a prineiple 
wherever he was called he ever 
made manifest justice, liberality 
and the presence of a christian 
character, in addili >u to his ar- 
duous professional work his people 
with the utmost confidence in his 
ability and courage had demanded 
that he serve as City Councilman 
which he did with distinction, and 
up to the time of his death he was 
a member of the school board of the 
Mt. Sterling Public High School. 
The death of Dr. Drake brought 
universal mourning and many tears, 
because of his real worth. The 
funeral service was conducted at 
the Baptist Church of which he was 
senior Deacon, by Dr. .J. i. Taylor, 
of Georgetown College, and his re- 
mains were taken to Lexington to 
departed dead. The 
sermon was in keeping with lbs 
great and molest inwu, anil Hit; 
flowers though rare and profuse 
were meager expressions of love, 
required a special coach to take 
e funeral party to Lexington. 
They were met by sympathetic 
friends anxious to do honor to him 
they loved. Dr. Drake will never 
be seen on earth again* but his 
deeds will liyeon and on and those 
last words, "Tell my bretheien to 
be diligent" will live on and Dr. 
through them to generations 
come. May the Lord raise 
up others like onto him. His life 
a book of golden deeds, iiis rewai< 
a rich inheritance in the kingdon 
of God. Dr. Drake was bori 
March, 184ti, in Lexington.

The Department of Agriculture 
has just issued a bulletin which 
explodes the old story that cabbage 
snake worms, or hair worms, are 
poisonous and when eaten in cooked 
cabbage are the cause of death. 
The cabbage snake horror was in 
many respects like the kissing bug 
craze. It originated in the fall of 
1903 by the discovery of the so- 
called cabbage snake, and species 
of hair-worm, in the heads of cab 
bage in Tennessee, South Carolina 
and Louisiana. Rumors of per- 
sons being poisoned by eating cab- 
bage affected by this hair-worm 
were magnified by the yellow Jour- 
nals until a genuine scare prevad- 
ed the ranks of cabbage-eaters all 
over the country. 

The result was that the cab 
bage-growing industry was para- 
lyzed, and the falling off of cus- 
tom was the severest blow the 
truck gardener of the country ever 
experienced. Fed by erroneous 
reports, evidently incited in many 
cases by unscrupulous persons, the 
•care soon became wide-spread, 
causing «eneral fear of poisoning 
from Virginia and West Virgin'.: 
southward, through the same 
States as were first affected in 1903 
and into Florida, Kentucky, Illi- 
nois, Iowa, Missouri, Oklahoma 
and Colorado, especially, and there 
scarcely a State in the union 
where it was not felt. 

The department of agriculture, 
after 5 long series of experiments 
feeding the cabbage snake 
worms raw and cooked to rabbits, 
guinea pigs and other animals, 
and in injecting the juice of the 
worms hypodermically, declares 
that none of the reports has any 
foundation, in fact, and thai tne 
worms are perfectly harmless. The 
iength of the cabbage snake, the 
department, says , varies from two 
or nine inches instead of nine fee"t, 
as some of the sensational news- 
papers haye reported. 

lu a recent address Frank Bige 
low, the millionaire Milwaukee lin- 
, gave utterance to this tine 
sentiment: "To be honest, to be 
to earn a little and to spend a 
little less, to renounce when that 
shall be necessary, and not to be- 
embittered, to keep a few 
friends, but those without capitu- 
ion ; above all, on the same grim 
condition, to keep friends with him- 
-here is a task for all that a 
has of fortitude and delicacy." 
Begelow failed, however, to 
practice what he preached, and as 
a result is serving a ten years' sen- 
tence in the penitentiary. 



Won't Try Aoain. 

A press dispatch from Lexing. 
ton, Ky , under date of June 19th, 
states that the efforts recently 
made|by the Ways and Means 

Committee of the Barley Tobacco 
Growers' Company to form a plan 
whereby the association could 
reorganized, and another move 
made to control the output of to 
bacco grown thie year will be 
abandoned and the company will 
not be revived. This is aaid to be 
due to the fact that it was found 
impossible to get the growers of to- 
bacco to again support the move- 
by pledging their crops to 
the oompany until a certain time, 
after which they were to be releas 
ed from their contracts in case the 
company failed to raise the capital 
sufficient to finance the deal. 

According to a statement made 
by a prominent grower, who has 
heretofore been identified with the 
movement, but who has declined 
to be further allied with the organ, 
ization, fully one-halt of the grow 
ers of the Burley district have re 
fused to become allied with the 
movement this year, and as a re- 
sult he i-ro lite scheme is dead and 
will not again be undertaken, 
said the fact that the growers who 
entered the association the past 
two years contracted to turn their 
crops over to the association made 
it almost impossible for them to 
dispose of their tobacco when it 
became known that the scheme had 
failed.

Export Cattle Trade. 

There have been more cattle sent 
t from Chicago for export during 
the first four months of this year 
ctarinB any previous year in 
tiietory of the trade. This was 
because of a very good demand 
abroad. While export cattle were 
celling here ut $4.75 to $5 25, at 
which range the great bulk of them 
wbb bought during the first three 
ths of the year, there was a 
margin of profit in the business, 
hough traders claimed that it was 
very narrow. From the middle uf 
February to the middle of April 
the tendency of the market was 
upward, and so much advance was 
made during that period that ex 
porters are now paying about a 
dollar per hundred more for their 
cattle than they did two months 
ago. There has not been a corre- 
sponding improvement across the 
pond, and the result is, so export 
ers claim, that the balance is on the 
wrong side of the ledger. They do 
not look for the pendulum to swing 
far enough the other way to admit 
of extensive business heine; done 
this coming summer. Amer 
cattle are selling at London now 
around 13 cents and export cattle 
,sold at Chicago the last week in 
April at $0.30.— Live Stock World.
